In Run-off for U. S. Senator

Nashville, Tenn., December 16.—Con- 
gressman Kenneth D. McKellar, of 
Memphis, today won the democratic 
nomination for United States, senator, 
defeating former Governor Malcolm R. 
Patterson in a “run off’ of the pri- 
mary.last month by a majority esti- 
mated on the face of unofficial returns 
in excess of 15,000 votes. 

Ex-Governor Patterson conceded de-'} 
feat early tonight and pledged his sup- 
port to Mr. McKellar .in the general 
election to be held next November. 

Ex-Governor Patterson's statement 
follows: 

“IT have been defeated and there are 
no explanations to make. To the 
friends who gave me their confidence, 
tT am very grateful, and have no bit- 
terness for those who opposed me. 

‘I congratulate Mr. McKellar .and 
will give him my cordial support.” 

Virtually complete unofficial returns 
from 92 of the 96 cOunties in the state 
gave McKellar 52,860 and Patterson 
33,058 votes. 

In the first primary held November 
20, McKellar. received 41,645 votes; 
Patterson, 39,170, and Senator Luke 
Lea, the incumbent, who was elim- 
linated from the contest, 32,594. 

Shelby county, including Memphis, 
the home of both candidates, today 
gave McKellar 6,722 ‘and Patterson 
1,825, while Patterson carried Nash- 
ville and. Davidson county, the former 
governor polling \4,432 votes and his 
opponegt 2,471.

Meere Warns Railroads. 

Harry L. Moore, freight manager 
of the Atlanta Freight bureau, charged 
tonight that if the railroads carried 
through this revision and took ad- 
vantage of the fourth section. clause 
of the commerce act to vance rates, 
they would find themselves in the same 
position they were in eight or ten 
years ago and incur disapproval. 

“The object of congress: in adopting 
this section was to correct inequalities 
in vates,” said Mr, Moore, “but the 
railroads are seeking to use it to 
advance rates.”

Secretary of German Treas- 


ury Says That Belshazzar’s 
Warning Is Written on 


Golden Pillars of British 
Empire. 

Berlin, December 15.—(Via London.) 
Dr. Karl Helfferich, secretary of the 
imperial treasury, in his speech in the 
reichstag in support of the bill for a 
000,000 marks ($2,500,000,000) denied 
in foreign countries that the success 
of the German war loans was ficti- 


loams of subscribers through the war 


| credit banks. 


Dr. Helfferich was bitter against the 
allies for continuing the war, saying: 

“Responsibility 
will flow from now on, for the misery 
which comes upon the world, for the 
danger to which civilization is exposed, 
falls not upon Germany, but upon those 
who cannot resolve to draw the con- 


longer. The responsibility falls upon 
those who in their foolish and crimi- 
nal illusion still speak of annihilation 
and partition of Germany and of war 
of exhaustion.” 

Belshazzar’s Warning for Britain. 


Dr. Helfferich brought his speech to 
a ‘close with a defiance of Germany’s 
enemies to make good their threats 
to plunge Germany into starvation and 
bankruptcy. He added: 

“On the golden pillars of the British 
empire gleams, in flaming characters, 
mene, mene, tekel, upharsin.”’ 

The secretary’s peroration contained 
complimentary references to German- 
American efforts to prevent the suc- 
cess of the allies’ loan flotation in the 
United States. After declaring that 
English attempts to raise loans in that 
country had been failures, he said: 

‘Difficult conditions of the English 
money market were accompanied by 
deterioration in the English rate of 
exchange. England was threatened with 
ihjury to her prestige in the interna- 
tional money market, endangering her 
supply of war materials and provisions 
from America. Under the pressure of 
this situation, England and France 
sought credit in America. 

“The result did not correspond with 
expectations, and accordingly both soon 
attempted to obtain further credit. 
Their small success was due largely 
to the resistance of American citizens 
of Gefman origin.” 

Dr. Helfferich Ahen- compared the 
course of gilt-edged securities of 
France, England and Germany before 
the war and now. A 

“We are paying almost exclusively 
to ourselves,” he said, “while the en- 
emy is paying abroad. Therein Hes 
the guarantee that in the future we 
shall maintain the advantage. 

Great Britain and Money. 

‘It must be’ added that money is 
something different and more impor- 
tant with England than with us. The 
British empire was largely built up on 
and maintained by British money pow- 
er. England formed her alliances and 
waged her wars for the most part with 
money. In the present war also Eng- 
land hopes to proceed according to this 
method, but our brave troops forced 
England to stake not only English 
money, but English blood, 

“The raising of strong armies increas- 
ed Exgland’s war costs boundlessly and 
brought English finances to a state 
which is continually described by Brit- 
ish statesmen as extremely serious. 
With the shaking of the English finan- 
cial 
empire is tottering. 

“Germany's relationto money is dif- 
ferent. She can bear to become poorer 
and always remain what she is. We 
endured the thirty years’ war and the 
Napoleonic wars. We were sucked dry, 
plundered, beaten, cut up, but we al- 
ways worked our way out and grew 
together again. But when the British 


rise. 


the outrageous words regarding a war 
of exhaustion. We know we possess 
what we need to live and fight. Bread, 
potatoes and other necessaries are 
cheaper than in England or France. 
The enemy shall know that we would 
rather forego all abundance, bear all 
hardship, than suffer the enemy to 
command us. The enemy shall know 
furthermore that the sharp sword, the 
unbroken fighting spirit and confidence 
of victory are at our disposal. The 
German iron fist which just now has 
blown the iron gate and opened a 
broad road to the east, is ready, if our 
enemies wish, to strike anew.” 
War Cost te Belligerents. 

Referring to his estimate in August 
that the total cost of the war to all 
the belligerents was almost 300,000,000 
marks daily, Dr. Helfferich said that 
this amount could now be estimated at 
from 320,000,000 to 330,000,000 marks. 
This would make a yearly cost of al- 
most 120,000,000,000 marks, he said, an 
amount equal to half the total valua- 
tion of the public and private’ wealth 
of France before the war. He said 
that almost two-thirds of this expen- 
diture was shouldered by the erntertte 
alliés and a little over a third by Ger- 
many and her allies. He said he could 
modestly assert that Germany and her 
allies, with an expenditure much 
smaller than their opponents, had ac- 
complished more than the latter. 

Dr. Helfferich declared that Great 
Britain had underestimated the costs 
of the war badly. He asserted that a 
statement by Sir Edward Grey, Brit- 
ish secretary of state for foreign af- 
fairs, at the outbreak of the war that 
the conflict would impose hardly great- 
er sacrifices on Great Britain if she 
participated than if she remained neu- 
tral, would scarcely be repeated now. 

The bill for a vote of credit was sent 
to the committee. The next session of 
the reichstag will be held today. After 
the session of Monday, with possibly a 
sitting on Tuesday, the reichstag will 
adjourn until January 11.

Our diplomatic and consular 
officers there have been shamelessly 
harried and persecuted and have been 
grossly insulted by the press. The en- 
tente has recruited soldiers on Ameri- 
can soil; submarines are constructed 
in American ship yards. It is true 
that only parts are made and taken 
into Canada for assembling, but the 
result is the same. A great number 
of Americans are fighting with the 
French and British armies. 


NOTE COUCHED 
IN TERMS OF INSULT. 

“We have not been able to communi- 
cate with our ambassador in cipher, 
because America forbids it, although 
the American-.-ambassador can use 
cipher. Our side of the case has not 
been heard and distorted reports from 
1S credence. 

Now we have received a note couch- 
ed in terms never before addressed by 
one nation ¢o another, a note couched 
in terms of open insult. America con- 
siders us bound by a former warning 
delivered to Germany regarding sub- 
marine warfare. That note was ‘not 
communicated to us and cannot be 
considered binding on us. Austria- 
Hungary is not an appendix of Ger- 
many, but a@ sovereign state.” 

“Even if the note had been communi- 
cated to us it would have no bearing 
on the Ancona case, where the steam- 
er’s captain admittedly made an ef- 
fort to’flee. We are at an utter loss 
to know what impels the American 
government to this course of action. It 
seems probable that it is due to in- 
ternal politics in America.” 

The general state of mind here is 
indicated by this statement and by 
the comments of other prominent per- 
sonages in Vienna. 

The answer to the American note, 
it is said, will probably contain, among 


other points, the assertion that Aus- 
tria is not bound by any warnings 
served on Germany. 

NO SURPRISE 

AT WASHINGTON. 

Washington, December 15.—While 
the gravity of the situation existing 
between the United States ana Aus- 
tria-Hungary is emphasized by the 


pstatement of the Austrian admiralty 


giving unqualified approval of the ac- 
tion of the submarine commander who 
sank the Ancona, officials here said 
tonight they were not, surprised to 
find the admiralty supporting its of- 
cer. le 

It was pointed out that the Ger- 
man admiralty vigorously defended 
the torpedoing of the Lusitania and 
that the concessions made by Ger- 
many to the United States in the mat- 
ter of her conduct of submarine war- 
fare were the work of the Berlin for- 
eign office in spite of the naval au- 
thorities. 

Officials observed that the state- 
ment reveals that the submarine com- 
mander supplemented his first report 
on the destruction of the Ancona and 
turned in his log, thus apparently dis- 
posing of reports that the Vienna 
government was handicapped in pre- 
parin an answer to the American 
note inability to communicate with 
the commander. 

A reply from Austria is expected 
before the end of the week, but no 
word had been received tonight to 
indicate just when it would arrive. 

The United States has demanded that 
Austria disavow the sinking of the 
liner, punish the submarine command- 
er, make reparation for the Ameri- 
cans wiho lost their lives or were in- 
jured and give assurances that such 
acts will not be repeated. 

In spite of the fact that there has 
been little evidence of tension such 
as existed at the time Germany and 
the United States were exchanging 
notes over submarine warfare, it gen- 
erally is believed in official circles 
that failure of Austria to make a 
satisfactory reply to these demands 
will be followed by a rupture in diplo- 
matic relations.

PLAN TO TAX BROKERS. 
FOR OUTSIDE HOUSES 


Aflanta Firms Suffer as Result 
of Their Activities, De- 
clare Typo Leaders. 


If a movement started by the tax 
committee of council yesterday after- 
noon results in a new law being en- 
acted regarding the collection of a tax 


or license from brokers representing 
business houses of other cities, there 
may result a fight in the courts, which, 
if it is won, may mean hundreds of 
thousands of dollars to the merchants 
of Atlanta. 

Cases have been made by the lhcense 
investigator, but they were dismissed 
by the recorder~on the ground that 
such business was protected by the 
interstate commerce law. It was held 
that so long as a broker or solicitor 
only secured orders, but did not make 
actual collections in the city, he could 
not be held liable for a license. The 
result has been that a large number of 
brokers and solicitors are securing or- 
ders for outside concerns, 

There appeared before the tax com- 
mittee Wednesday afternoon a com- 
mittee from the Atlanta Typographical 
union, headed by Jerome Jones, W. 3. 
Wardlaw, president of the Typographi- 
cal union, and L. W. Dunn. hey stated 
that there were some fitteen or twenty 
brokers in the city who were securing 
orders for job printing that amounted 
to about $200,000 a year, and this meant 
that much business lost by Atlanta. 

‘If this work was kept in our city,” 
they said, “the job printing companies 
would employ 500 more helpers, and 
that would mean an increase to At- 
+ aed population of over 1,500 peo- 
ple. 

The members of the committee ad- 
mitted that what was said was true, 
and that the same thing applied to 
many other branches of business. 

The committee decided to meet with 
the city attorney Thursday afternoon 
at 8 o’clock in his offices and go over 
a proposed new ordinance to force all 
brokers and solicitors, who,took orders 
for goods not sold in the city, to pay 
an annual tax of $300. 

Even if the city attorney holds that 
such a law may be in conflict with the 
interstate commerce law, the commit- 
tee will probably have the ordinance 
adopted any way in order that a test 
case may be made.

CONGRESS SHOULD FORBID IT. 


It is unquestionably an imperative duty 
of congress, in the face of the startling dis- 
closures which have been made recently by 
the comptroller of the currency relative to 
-usuridus interest charges upon loans made 
by national banks in the remote country dis- 
tricts, to enact legislation which will make 
impossible for all future time this sort of 
inexcusable extortion. 

Washington dispatches to The Constitu- 
tion today bring information that Congress- 
man William Schley Howard, of the Fifth 
Georgia district, has introduced a resolution 
directing an investigation of these conditions 
by the house committee on banking and cur- 
rency. The resolution provides, as it should, 
that the committee shall have full power 
and authority to summon witnesses and to 


obtain all of the facts in connection with the ' 


charges which the comptroller of the cur- 
rency has made, to the effect that usurious 
interest charges by these country national 
banks have ranged anywhere from 12 to 
more than 100 per cent. 

The committee is called upon by this 
resolution to make full report of its findings 
to the house of representatives at the earliest 
possible moment, incorporating in such re- 
port the names of the banks and of the offi- 
cers of such banks known to be charging, or 
to have charged, interest rates in contraven- 
tion of the usury laws in the states in which 
they are located. 

But most important of all, the committee 
is directed to report such legislation as will 
effectively prevent further acts of usury, and 
.make them impossible except at the expense 
of a heavy fine or prison term. 

So startling were the disclosures made 
by Comptroller Williams, and so outrageous 
were the practices attributed to hundreds of 
national banks all over the country, that it 
is a wonder a dozen or more resolutions of 
this sort did not make their appearance with 
the opening of congress. It has remained 
for a Georgia member to pave the way. Cer- 
tainly there can be no reasonable or justi. 
fiable. opposition to a measure which pro- 
poses to insure future justice in the matter 
of loans and interest rates to the great agri- 
cultural classes of the United States. 

It is well understood, as The Constitution 
has pointed out heretofore, and as was shown 
in the statements made by Comptroller Wil- 
liams, that the city banks and those located 
$m the larger and more prosperous country 
towns share none of the burden of these 
charges. And yet there are hundreds of na- 
tional banks in small towns, some of which 
are located in nearly every state in the 
union, which have unquestionably been 
guilty of these outrageous practices. 

If congress will only lead the way under

SOUTHERN CONGRESS ~ 
DISCUSSES DEFENDE 


‘Addresses Are Made by Dan- 


iels, Padgett and Breck- 
enridge.

Charleston, S. C.. December 15.—A 
military and naval parade late today 
brought to a close “National Defense 
day” of the Southern Commercial con- 
gress, in session here, at which Con- 
gressman L. P. Padgett, chairman of the 
house naval committee, lauded Secretary 
Daniels’ administration of the navy, 
and the secretary of the navy himself, 
and Assistant Secretary of War Breck- 
enridge urged support for the adminis- 
tration plan for an increased army and 
navy. 

Secretary Daniels, Assistant Secreta- 
ry Bréckenridge, Rear Admiral Coff- 
man and officers of warships in 


Charleston harbor, officers of the con-j 


gress and others were on the reviewing 
stand. 

Tonight Secretary Daniels was the 
guest of’ honor at a banquet given by 
the city of Charleston, to which officers 
and delegates tothe congress were in- 
vited. Assistant Secretary of War 
Breckenridge was unable to remain for 


the banquet, but left for Washington]° 


late in the day. The Woman’s auxiliary 
of the congress devoted the early hours 
of the night to discussion of their plans 
to aid the congress. 


Daniels on the Navy. 


In his address today, after paying 
tribute to South Carolinians and other 
southerners who have become famous 
for their exploits as American naval of- 
ficers, Secretary Daniels declared the 
south had “suffered severely for lack 
of ships to carry her produce across 
the waters.”’ 

“Along with a merchant marine goes 
an adequate navy,” he declares. “it 
is not necessary for me to speak of 
the present adequate condition of the 
navy. You have heard an elaborate 
statement of the real condition of the 
navy from the chairman of the house 
committee on naval affairs (Padgett). 
What we have done is but an earnest 
of what we intend to do in the future.” 

Mr. Daniels then recited arguments 
in support of “national preparedness.” 
He was frequently applauded in his 
regerences to the navy’'s present status, 
and in his plea for national prepared- 
ness. 


Misstatements About Navy. 


Congressman Padgett in opening his 
address declared there have been “so 
many misstatements’ about the navy 
and even about the “capable and dis- 
tinguished secretary of the navy,” that 
‘T feel it necessary to speak the: truth 
about the present condition of the 
navy and to tell you how much he 
has accomplished.’ 

Quoting from Secretary Daniels’ re- 
cent report, and/from reports of other 
officers of the navy, Mr. Padgett then 
gave statistics, which he declared 
“showed that man for man and ship 
for ship,” the American navy was the 
“equal in efficiency and in every other 
respect to any navy that plows the 
seas.” 

Mr. Padgett read a letter from Ad- 
miral Dewey, chairman of the general 
Loard of the navy, telling of war plans 
for the navy. 

“His letter will show that our navy 
is not run on a hop-and-go-fetch-it 
plan, aS you may have seen in cer- 
tain published statements,” Mr, Padgett 
declared, ,‘but its war plans are well 
worked out.” 


MERCHANTS OBJECTING 
TO PARKING ORDINANCE 


Complaint was made to Chief of 
Police W. M. Mayo Wednesday by 
merchants with places of business on 
Whitehall street between Trinity ave- 
nue and Mitchell street, that the anti- 
parking. law now in effect is hurting 
their business. The merchants state 
that their customers are hindered from 
making cash purchases without deliv- 
ery when not allowed to carry those

Chief Mayo stated that he had given 
the protest of the merchants every con- 
sideration possible, but could not re- 
voke the anti-parking laws or any 
part of them.

FRIC DESTROYS PLANT. | 


OF CORDELE TRIBUNE 


New Evening Paper Loses 
Heavily But Will Be Re- 
established. 


Cordele, Ga., December 15.—(Special.) 

Fire, which, early this morning de- 
stroyed the plant of The Cordele Even- 
ing Tribune, entailed a loss estimated 
at between $12,000 and $15,000. 
The Tribune had only been in exist- 
ence a few days, having published the 
first issue on Sunday. C. E. Brown, 
formerly with The Macon Telegraph, 
was editor and proprietor. 

The origin of the fire is unknown, 
The theory of incendiarism is advanced, 
while the opinion is also held that a 
match was accidentally thrown into 
paper and other trash by some of the 
night shift, which worked through the 
night and until early this morning.

It is stated that The Tribune will 
be re-established. Parties in the vi- 
cinity of the fire state that they were 
awakened by a loud explosion which 
occurred while the fire was in its 
incipiency.

“semi-official national, state, 
and township system” of chambers of 
agriculture. The “sole purpose” of the 
various organizations, the resolutions 
urged, should be to facilitate and de- 
celop the marketing and distribution 
of farm products “in a local and upon a 
nation-wide basis.’’ Resolutions also 
were passed, it was announced, urging 
upon congress the creation of a rural 
credit system “enacted upon the basis 
of organigation of borrowers and not of 
lenders.” 
Chambers ef Agriculture. 

The resolutions urging a system of 
chambers of agriculture, as announced 
by E. J. Watson, commissioner of agri- 
culture of South Carolina, and one of 
the signers of the resolutions, would 
provide that congress empower the 
president of the United States to ap- 
point a commission of seven members 
to organize the chambers of agricul- 
ture, on the following basis: 

Township charters would be granted 
upon application of at least twenty-five 
Persons, and later county and then state 
charters would be granted upon the 
basis of increased membership. When 
twenty state chambers of agriculture 
had been organized; the proposed law 
would empower the chambers to elect 
representatives, who would form “the 
semi-official national chamber, of ag- 
riculture.” This body then would su- 
persede the original seven organizers 
aupoinses by the president. 

he resolutions proposed that the 
chambers of agriculture be “unattached 
to any purely official political depart- 
ment or bureau.” 


Similar te German Work. 


ae egypt ag 9 Watson explained that 
the work of the proposed organization 
would be similar to that done by the 
German government for German farm- 
ers. 

The resolutions came after confer- 
ence between southern commissioners 
and David Lubin, United States dele- 
gate to the International Institute of 
Agriculture, at Rome.

= be purchasable at $1,250,000, which 
sum the Federal league backers have 
agreed to pay for the several city 
blocks included in the site. 


Sinclair Is Hopeful. 


Sinclair, who is said to be the chief 
backer of the proposed Federal league 
club in this city, said he was not as 
yet certain that a complete under- 
standing could be reached, but he 
hoped a working agreement would be 
arranged. 

The fact that certain magnates were 
on the verge of bankruptcy and that 
these magnates were nct members of 
the Federal league helped to bring 
about co-operation between organized 
and independent baseball interests, ac- 
cording to Sinclair. He stated further 
that after all was said and done the 
question of peace in baseball was up 
to Ban Johnson and the American 
league magnates. 

When President Gilmore was inform- 
ed that the American league:magnates 
were understood to be favorably im- 
pressed with the proposed plans for 
peace and that a meeting would in 
ail probability be held in the near fu- 
ture he said that the Federal league 
would appoint a committee to meet 
the American and National league 
delegates at any time and place that 
et be agreeable to those organiza- 

ons. 


Suspension Rule. 


During the meeting here today no 
persons represented Pittsburg, as 
President Dreyfuss had not appointed 
a proxy during his absence on a peace 
mission to Chicago. Resolutions of 
regret upon the deaths of A. G. Spald- 
ing and Andrew Freedman were 
adopted. 

Section 25 of the National constitu- 
tion Was amended so that in future 
any player under suspension shall for- 
feit his salary while under the ban and 
that no rebate or reimbursement shall 
be made to such player at any time 
or in any manner. 

The meeting was adjourned until to- 
morrow afternoon. 

Chairman Herrmann, of the national 
commission, said late tonight that 
representatives of the National, Ameri- 
can and Federal leagues would meet 
here Friday afternoon to discuss peace 
terms and future conduct of major 
league baseball. The American league 
officials at Chicago sent word tonight 
that acommittee would leave there to- 
morrow to attend the meeting.

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Baseball Peace Is Near at Hand 


Organized Ball and Feds 
Agree on Baseball Peace; 
Terms Yet to Be Determined 


Chicago, December 15.—The end of 
the baseball war came in sight to- 
night when American league magnates 
at their annual session here agreed to 
the peace terms arranged at New York 
between the Federal and National 
leagues. 

ithin a few days, according to 
President Johnson, the details of agree- 
ment which does away with the Fed- 
erals as an independent league will 
be arranged, the American league hav- 
ing consented to appoint a committee 
to meet envoys from the others. 
. The announcement of the agreement 
came after a session which took up 
most of the afternoon and at which 
nothing was discussed except the peace 
proposals of the weer, se 

These, agreed to at New York by the 
National league, were related to the 
American league meeting by Barney 
Dreyfuss, president of the Pittsburg 
Nationals, who came from the east as 
a& messenger of peace. For an hour 
Mr. Dreyfuss addressed the American 
lea ue club owners, explaining in de- 
tail the agreement. Its terms were 
not made public, both Mr. Dreyfuss 
and the magnates agreeing to keep 
silent on these, but it is generally un- 
derstood that the consolidation of the 
National and Federals is the basis.; 


But Two Leagues. 


President Johnson declared that 
there would be only two leagues, the 
American and National. 

To a later session was left the ap- 
pointment of a committee to meet the 
committees of the other leagues. The 
joint peace session probably will take 
place within a week, according to Mr. 
Johnson, at New York or Chicago. 

Many details remain to be arranged. 
These involve the ball players who 
jumped from one league to another 
and may result in ne of the clubs 
getting back those who left in the war 
crisis, 

The feeling that peace was about to 
be conclided put a stop to a good 
deal of the trade talk which preceded 
the meeting. That the effect of the 
war’s end would be to create an 
“easier” market for ball players was 
admitted and all concerned denied that 
any trades had been arranged. 

Peace talk took up so much time 
that the league at its afternoon ses- 
sion had no time to take up other 
matters. 

“Peace is better than war,” said Mr. 
Dreyfuss, ‘“‘and I told the American 
league magnates so. We reached terms 
with the Federal league, which are 
agreeable to both them and the Na- 


tional league, and our proposition met 
with the approval of the American 
league. Our close relations with the 
American league made it desirable that 
complete accord exist on the question, 
and it looks as if we had reached that. 

“T laid the terms before the Amer!- 
can league at its meeting here and can 

y no more about it. can give out 
no details.” 

End Is in Sight. 


“The end of the baseball war Is in 
sight,” said President Johnsén. “The 
plans for peace submitted by Mr. Drey- 
fuss were agreeable to the American 
league, according to the sense °f our 
meeting, and we shall appoint a com- 
mittee to go over the details. 

“It is probable the meeting of the 
three committees wili pe followed by 
a meeting or the national commission. 
The proposition for peace includes the 
remaining two major leagues, : 

The peace terms, as .previously given 
out by members of both the National 
and Federal leagues, included the pur- 
chase of a large interest in one of the 
New York clubs by Harry Sinclair; 
the purchase of the Chicago Nationals 
by eeghman and his associates; the 
sale of the Browns or Cardinals at S® 
Louis to Phil Ball and Otto Steifel, and 
the amalgamation of the Brooklyn Na- 
tionals and Federals. Neither Mr. Drey- 
fuss nor the American league leaders 
would verify these statements. 

The peace protocol ends a war that 
began to attract attention just two years 
ago this month. The Federal league 
had been in existence then a year, Dut 
not until Joe Tinker, unable to reach 
terms with the Brooklyn Nationals, had 
agreed to join the Chicago Federals, did 
it look serious. Tinker induced a num- 
ber of players from both rival leagues 
to join the new league, and its or- 
ganizers succeeded in attracing addi- 
tional capitalists as backers. 

The new league then expanded, put- 
ting teams in Brooklyn and St. Louis 
in addition to its former circuit, and one 
by one gathered intoits fold some star 
ball players. 

The legality of the contracts brought 
the fight between the Federals and or- 
ganized ball into the courts in several 
cases, the climax coming with the an- 
ti-trust suit filed before Judge Landis 
about a year ago. This case came to 
trial last January, but Judge Landis has 
never handed down a decision, and some 
baseball men thought he was hoping 
for the success of peace negotiations, 
since, during the trial, he declared he 
was against anything ‘calculated to tear 
down this structure known as baseball.”
